CAMPAIGN COST CONTROL 

It would be difficult to deny that the fast rising 
costs of political campaigns poses a serious problem. 
Not so serious, however, as to warrant some of the ex- 
treme solutions that have been suggested. 

One of the proposals being considered by Congress, 
for example, would—in addition to setting a top limit 
on a candidate’s campaign costs—also regulate expen- 
ditures on his behalf by organizations or individuals 
having no direct connection with him. Such support- 
ers would be denied the right to buy radio or TV time 
or newspaper space for campaign purposes without the 
candidate’s written permission. 

This proposal is a two-sided coin. If enforced, a 
candidate might well refuse the proferred support be- 
cause it would have to be included in the record of his 
total spending, and he’d rather decide himself how the 
money should be spent. This, as the Wall Street Jour- 
nal points out, raises a serious question of free speech. 
and even proponents agree it might be unconstitu- 
tional. 

On the other side, however, if no such regulation 
existed, all sorts of secret outside spending could be 
arranged. 

Unfortunately, Congress seems unwilling to follow 
the advice of a good many of us who feel that if exist- 
ing rules on reporting of expenditures were more rigor- 
ously enforced the voting public would know how 
much candidates spent and where the money came 
from, and they then could express their opinion of the 
transactions in the most effective way of all, at the 
polls. 

It would seem the better part of wisdom to tighten 
up the rules we have and give them a chance to work, 
before going to arbitrary and probably impractical 
limits.

Cotton Growth 
Hampered By Hail, 
Adverse Weather 


VISALIA. — The 1971 cotton 
season has gotten off to one of 
the poorest starts in many years 
because of adverse weather, 
according to Alan George, 
Tulare county farm advisor, 
Agricultural Extension service, 
University of California. 

Low temperatures during 
April and early May have 
resulted in abnormally slow 
growth of the young cotton 
plants. In addition, damage from 
hail in two separate storms and 
continued cool weather with 
frequent rains, have caused 
considerable loss in the number 
of plants per acre in some areas 
of the county. 

Seedling disease or ““damping

off’? organisms have caused 
severe death loss of plants in 
some fields. Recent temperature 
and moisture conditions have 
favored these soil organisms but 
have been unfavorable for 
promotion of early season plant 
growth. Heavy crusts on the soil, 
as a result of this inclement 
weather, has added to the cotton 
grower’s problems this season. 

In some areas of Tulare 
county, weather has taken such 
a heavy toll of the young 
seedlings’ that as much as 70 
percent of the acreage is being 
replanted. Other areas have fared 
much better and have had little
